He 
testified he also saw money in a 
bag atop the safe. 


"When I seen the money on

(AP) — The Senate has schedult*d a rare 
Friday session in hopes of discussing Gov . William Mitliken’s 
proposed income tax increase and possibly alternativ e tax 
measures of Its own. 
llie Senate Tax ation Committee is slated to meet today to begin 
oonsideniUoo of the income tax hike, which cleared the House last 
week. It would raise the personal income tax from 3.9 per cent to 
4 .0 per cent. 
Meanwhile, leading Democrats are ex amining a “ blend” of 
tax es with the v iew of reducing the income tax hike needed. The 
outcome of these studies, and their reception by Senate 
Republiams, the House and Milliken himself, is still unc'ertain. 
Senate Majority Leader William Fitzgerald, D-Detroit, indicated 
Wednesday that be is optimistic about finding other tax alterna­ 
tiv es. 
Ev en if other rev enue-producing tax proposals are approv ed, 
maiiy lawmakers are doubtful they would raise enough money to 


enable the legislatu re to lower significantly the income tax 
increa.se. 
Sen. John BowTnan. D-Rosev ille, chairm an of the tax ation com­ 
mittee, rev ealed Wednesday he is considering a bill which wou ld 
lower property tax assessments as a trade-off for the income tax 
hike. His proposal wou ld redu ce local assessm ents from 5<) per 
cent of trw cash v alu e to 45 per cent in one-per-cent redu ctions 
ov er fiv e y ears. 
Bowman's home district in Max romb Cou nty has been fteling the 
pinch of swiftly increasing property tax es as the mainly blu e- 
collar area ex pands and dev elops rapidly . Bowman also has su p­ 
ported bills to freeze equ alized v alu ations for fou r-y ear stretches, 
bu t that legislation is in trou ble. 
Similar proposals to lower property tax assessm ents hav e l>een 
made b^ore, bu t hav e nev er won mu ch su pport. Bowman said he 
was try ing to determ ine if the idea has more su pport 
now—especially in the Hou se. 
Bowman’s committee also is considering redu cing the income

record. 


When he came to the campus, full 


attendance in an aged, 27,000-seat 
stadium was a rarity. 


The 
stadium 
was 
expanded, 


doubling capacity, and has been 
enlarged again. Ticket scalping for 
certain home games is the accepted 
thing. 


Contrary to some apprehension that 


Biggie would concentrate all effort on 
football, just the reverse has taken 
place. Michigan State is entered into 
14 other sports, all of them admirably 
housed and equipped. 


A stroke in 1971 forced Biggie .to the 


sidelines and two days ago this bear 
of a man died. 


The one flaw in his career was the 


distance between him and Duffy. 


Needless as may have been the 


feud, it was the inevitable result of 
two high powered individuals thrown 
into the forefront of a situation and 
neither one minded to play second 
fiddle in the orchestra. 


Hannah finally resolved the conflict 


by having Duffy 
report to Jack 


Breslin, the school's executive .vice 
.president. 


This runs counter to all managerial 


precepts taught in a business ad- 
ministration school, but it did keep 
two good men on the job uppermost 
in Hannah's mind. 


Again this is a tribute to Hannah. 


Uncle John as his devoted MSU 
alumni call him is a good Republican; 
but he was not. above borrowing a leaf 
from FDR's book in World War II on 
keeping MacArthur and Eisenhower 
at work in their theatres of action. 


Toward the end of his stint in the 


athletic directorship, murmurs of 
opposition to Biggie began to cir- 
culate in the nature of the old fire 
horse slowing down and the necessity 
to bring on new talent. 


There may have been grains of 


truth in the complaint, but if so, it 
failed to recognize the build-up to the 
stroke which nearly killed him. 


Most apparently the criticism gave 


no credit to Biggie carrying out the 
order to put Michigan State on the 
map.

Arab Oil Money 


WASHINGTON - One of the 


more unfortunate bills of the 
season has been introduced into 
the Senate. 


On the face, it aims: at 


preventing control of essential 
U.S. 
industry by foreign 


interests. 


This is a legitimate concern. 


But the bill, entitled the 
Foreign Investment Act of 1975, 
goes after this problem in a 
way that can only be likened to 
hitting a fly sitting on a glass 
table with a sledge hammer 
mounted on an armored truck. 


Most of its provisions would 


apply to such enterprises as 
bakeries, producers of canned 
soup, manufacturers of tur- 
pentine, children's toys and 
soft drinks as well as to crucial 
industries -r providing only 
that the business involved had 
total assets exceeding $1 
million. These days, 
with 


inflation being what it is, that 
includes a massive number of 
companies. 


It 
would 
put 
tens 
of 


thousands of-American com- 
panies to much, red tape, 
searching out and reporting on 
the indirect, as well, as direct 
owners and beneficiaries of its 
stocks and their nationalities, 
American and foreign alike, 
small investors and large. This 
would involve learning the 
beneficial owners of stocks 
bought and held by investment 
companies, banks and other 
such. An almost impossible 
and 
dreadfully 
costly 


."requirement. 


It would open the owners of: 


stock in most American public! 
companies, including those who'. 
own a dozen or so shares, to a 
host of predators. The action, 
in fact, would be equivalent to 
making public the savings and 
. checking accounts of every ci- 
tizen, rich,and poor. In this, 
the bill is unquestionably un- 
constitutional. 


It would, by making public 


the 
holdings 
of_ 
every 


shareholder in most" public 
companies, make it much 
reasier for professional raiders 
•to gain control of firms and 
strip them clean, leaving those 


who had not sold out early with 
greatly devalued certificates of 
ownership. 


It would, by the red tape and 


publicity involved, discourage a 
considerable amount of that 
foreign investment which has 
served this country well. Those 
who have forgotten should look 
at the record,'' note how much 
of this country's economic base 
was established through strong 
inputs of money from abroad. 


Many Americans decry the 


export .of jobs resulting from 
large-scale'investments abroad 
by U.S. concerns. Yet this ac-' 
tion is detrimental to foreign 
holdings here which create jobs 
for Americans. Even when put 
into a running company, such 
inputs free other capital for 
establishing new or expanding 
old enterprises. 


Added note: This.bill would 


authorize the president to ban 
those foreign investments here 
he thought unwise, an arbitrary 
power certain to be abused by 
some future chief executive. 


Make no mistake about it. 


There is justifiable concern 
that oil-rich Arabs and others 
could gain an undue say.-in 
Strategic American concerns to 
the detriment 
of national 


security. There is also the 
danger foreign owners of high- 
technology firms could pass on 
advanced 
company 
secret 


knowhow to potential enemies 
of this country. 


But there are laws already .on 


the, 'books 
which prevent 


foreign interests 
from 
in- 


. volvement in a U.S. company 
in any way which gives them 
access 
to 
military 
and 


diplomatic secret material. If 
these laws have loopholes, 
these can be 
specifically 


corrected. 


If there are other fields 


where foreign ownership would 
be unwise in our national 
interest, let Congress specify 
them1 and provide the neces- 
sary legislation.

Baha'u'llah who was born to a 
powerful'Persian family, was 
jailed and tortured because of 
what the leaders believed was 
an audacious and dangerous 
claim. He was a captive of 
Muslim governments for almost 
40 years. He died in exile in 
Palestine in 1892, at his home 
near the present World Center 
of the Baha'i Faith which is at 
Haifa, Israel, on the slopes of 
Mount Carmel. 


In the extensive Baha'i writ- 


ing — many of which are in the 
hand of Baha'u'llah himself — 
the urgent needs for social 
reform as well as spiritual 
regeneration are stressed. 


Baha'is believe in the equality 


of men and women, the har- 
mony of science and religion, 
the need for the elimination of 
all forms of prejudice, for 
universal compulsory educa- 
tion, an international auxiliary 


language, and a uniform mone- 
tary system throughout the 
world. 


One of the ways the impor- 


tance of the Bahai Faith was 
emphasized by its founders was 
through the introduction of a 
new calendar. The Baha'is 
believe this new calendar may 


. provide an important alterna- 
' tive to the existing calendars 
used throughout the world when 
the nations undertake to stan- 
dardize the system of measur- 
ing time in the not too distant 
future. 


Among the calendars still 


currently 
used 
are 
the 


Gregorian calendar of Western 
Europe (and the Americas); the 


Julian calendar still employed 
in sections of Eastern Europe; 
the Hebrew calendar referred to 
by the Jews; and the Islamic 
calendar in use throughout the 
Middle East. 


As 
the 
nations 
become 


increasingly 
interdependent 


they will seek a common calen- 
dar free of the objections and 
associations which make each of 
the older calendars unaccepta- 
ble to large segments of the 
world's population. The Baha'is 
feel that the Baha'i calendar 
might 
provide a 
suitable 


replacement because of its 
simplicity and convenience. 


The Baha'i calendar, like the 


Gregorian calendar, uses the 


solar year as the basis for its 
organization. The Baha'i year 
consists of 19 months of 19 days 
each'(301 days), with the addi- 
tion of certain intercalary days 
(four in ordinary and five in 
leap years) between the 18th 
and 19th months in order to ad- 
just the calendar to the solar 
year. The months of the Baha'i 
calendar are named after the 
attributes 
of God: Glory, 


Beauty, Perfection, Grace, Jus- 


tice, Majesty, etc. 


The Baha'i New Year begins 


with the March equinox, March 
21, one of two times during the 
year when the sun crosses the 
celestial equator and when the 
length of day and night are 
approximately the equal. The 
Baha'i era began on the day of 
the religion's birth. May 23.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Supreme Court ruling in a 
bicycle Iheft case reduces the 
protection that criminal sus- 
pects have under the Miranda 
decision, which requires police 
to advise suspects of their 
rights.

tion of William Robert Mass, 
who was arrested in August 1972 
in connection with bicycle thefts 
in Klamath Falls, Ore.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Michigan's campaign finance 
reform law would become ef- 
fective three, months later than 
originally planned under a bill 
the House has approved, 101-5. 


The House on Wednesday 


passed the bill delaying from 
April 1 to July 1 the effective 
date of the new measure. The 
. bill also makes various tech- 


nical amendments to the new 
law governing campaign dona- 
tions which won final legislative 
approval last summer. 


Supporters of the delay said 


the Secretary of State's office 
"cannot make heads or tails" 
out of the Campaign Finance 
Reform Act as originally passed 
last summer. Therefore, sup- 
porters said, the office cannot 
issue rules for operating under 
the bill in time for the April 1 
date. 


An attempt was pending to 


keep an earlier date, but even 
backers of that move admit 
their chance of success is al- 
most nonexistent.

operating by April 1. The rules 
must go through legislative 
channels and are to be effective 
July 1. Until July 1 existing 
campaign finance laws remains 
in effect.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A 


package of 14 bills which cons- 
titutes a major program aimed 
at solving the medical malprac- 
tice insurance crisis was in- 
troduced in the Michigan Senate 
Wednesday. 


The bills contain the recom- 


mendations of the state in- 
surance commissioner to make 
• insurance available to all doc- 
tors. The program was an- 
nounced last month in a report 
to Gov. William Milliken. 


The key to the program in- 


volves a proposed state fund to 
insure doctors who cannot buy 
malpractice insurance. An es- 
timated 3,300 of Michigan's

San Juan Capistrano mission.

30,000 swallows made the long 
migration to Capistrano to feed 
off the insects that preyed oh 
area crops.

off the insects that preyed on 
area crops. 
But m(M$t of the farmland has 
given way to Iwusing develop­ 
ments, and the birds have been 
flying on to other areas with 
fewer people and more open 
space. 
Last year, no more than 3,000 
swallows were counted at the 
mission. 
Still, the legend lives on in 
this sleepy community 60 miles 
south of Los Angeles.

tardy arrivals are “ laggards” 
but that the main force gets 
here promptly on March 19 — 
even in leap years.

Questions of whether the ef­ 
fort to raise a relativ ely old 
Sov iet sub was worth thè finan­ 
cial cost and potential diploma­ 
tic emb arrassment were priv a­ 
tely raised, Nedzi said. He ad­ 
ded that it would b e useful to 
raise them again now that the 
operation has b een made pub lic. 
“This ob v iously is a b ig 
project,” he said. “ For us to 
ignore it would not b e proper 
under the circumstanc*es.” 
He said, “The ob v ious ques­ 
tions are how much money do 
you inv est? How much do you 
get for your money?” 
But Nedzi said it is not 
Congress’ role to approv e or 
disapprov e such an operation. 
He made no call for immédiate 
hearings or consideration b y the 
new committee. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
chairman of a new Senate com­ 
mittee looking into intelligence 
activ ities, said after a meeting 
of the panel that no decision had 
b een made on whether the sal­ 
v age effort would b e examined.

Langford, carrying a sawed- 
off shotgun under his jacket, 
went to the home of Brenda and 
Johnny Freeman one night in 
Septemb er “b ut I couldn’t make 
a mov e ‘cause there were people 
in the house,” he testified. 
He and Dortch met later and 
“Johnny Dortch said b y me b e­ 
ing seen she would hav e to go 
too,” Langford testified, noting 
that on the night of the ab orted 
murder tr>' he entered the 
home, saw Brenda Freeman 
and the other people, made an 
excuse for his presence and left. 
Dortch then phoned Miss 
Freeman, told her that a 
“ friend” would b e b y to pick 
her up to giv e her some money 
from Dortch, Langford testified. 
On the night of Sept. 18 Lang­ 
ford picked up the woman and 
b oy, he swore yesterday, drov e 
them out to rural Pipestone 
township and killed them. 
Testifying with the ob jectiv ity 
of an experienced homicide de­ 
tectiv e, Langford describ ed the 
slayings. 
“I picked them up on Catalpa 
(street in Benton Harb or). 
Dortch told me where to pick 
them up. Brenda got in front 
and put Johnny in b ack. I’d seen 
them only once b efore. We went 
to Black Lake road. I had the 
sawed-off (which he pulled from 
next to the seat and placed to the 
woman’s temple).” 
“ 1 asked Brenda to get out, 
she did, and I shot her.” 
Langford testified that he then 
returned to the car, “got Johnny 
out.” shot Johnny, then shot 
Miss Freeman again, then shot 
the b oy again. 
Harry Creager, attorney for 
Dortch, asked “Why did you 
shoot them each a second 
time?” Langford seemed as­ 
tonished. “Because I had a con­ 
tract to take them out,” he 
thundered. 
After a week or so had passed, 
and the b odies had not b een 
found, Langford testified that at 
Dortch’s instruction he called 
the state police and told them 
where the b odies could b e 
found. This was done “ so the 
policy would come down,” 
Langford testified. 
Within 
60 days, Langford 
said, he had receiv ed a grand 
total of $1,000 from Dortch and 
Cross. 
The next v ictim in the alleged 
scheme 
was 
Audrey 
Bridgewater 
Walker, 
who 
v oluntarily b ought $3,000 worth 
of insurance from Cross. The 
three $1,000 policies each had 
triple indemnity clauses and 
Langford was listed as the 
b eneficiary, he testified. 
Before she took out the 
policies Langford talked with 
Cross and implied that he might 
“ take out” (kill) Mrs. Walker 
and split the insurance, Lang­ 
ford testified. 
Chester Wilb urn, manager of 
the Benton Harb or Western- 
Southern 
office 
and 
the 
immediate superv isor of b oth 
Cross and Dortch, testified that 
he was slightly suspicious ab out 
the death of the Freemans. He 
was also suspicious when he 
saw Mrs. Walker’s application 
for a policy, he said yesterday. 
At the time he asked Cross, 
who sold her the policy, whether 
or not Mrs. Walker and Lang­ 
ford 
were 
engaged 
to 
b e 
married, as the application 


stated. He testified that he had 
questions ab out the legality of 
Langford b eing b eneficiary and 
he expr^sed these questions to 
Cross. Still, he testified, the 
policy was written. 
Sometime 
later 
he 
was 
working late one night with 
Dortch in the office on M-139 . 
Wilb urn said he heard a knock 
at the door. Dortch stood up and 
walked 
directly 
into 
the 
b athroom and Wilb urn ans­ 
wered the door. 
“ I opened the door and there 
he (Langford) stood with a short 
shotgun pointed at m e,” Wil­ 
b urn testified. “ I asked him if 
he was kidding and he said ‘this 
ain’t no joke.’” 
Langford then instructed him 
to empty his pockets and place 
the contents on a desk. “I 
thought he was going to rob me. 
I called ‘Johnny, Johnny,’ b ut 
Johnny didn’t come out of the 
b athroom,” he testified. 
Figuring that Langford was 
going to kill him, Wilb urn tes­ 
tified that he “took a run to the 
door and ran across a parking 
lot.” He returned, nerv ously, 
when Langford came out of the 
b uilding with the gun “ b roken 
down” and laughing ab out this 
fine joke, Wilb urn said. 
Langford earlier testified that 
he did not kill the man b ecause 
he “ pleaded for his life.” He 
said he and Dortch and Cross 
planned the murder of Wilb urn 
and Dortch was to tell polce 
Wilb urn had b een rob b ed and 
shot b y a man who left the office 
b efore Dortch got out of the 
b athroom. 
Within two weeks’ Wilb urn 
testified, Audrey Bridgewater 
Walker was killed. 
During 
Langford’s 
preliminary examination two 
weeks ago it was b rought out 
that she was shot with b oth a 
handgun and a shotgun. In his 
matter-of-fact, descriptiv e way, 
Langford explained why. 
Aided b y Cross, Langford 
b orrowed a .32 pistol on the af­ 
ternoon of Feb . 18. “I intended 
to kill her that night,“ he tes­ 
tified. 
Langford and* the woman went 
out that night and “ended up on 
Yore av enue, Sodus township,” 
he said. They had b een arguing 
“ ov er another young lady,” 
Mrs. Walker saw the .32 pistol 
in the car “ and pulled it on 
me,” Langford related. 
“I took it (the pistol). 1 asked 
her out of the car. She got out of 
the car. I shot her. She b roke a- 
running. The .32 misfired. At 
that time I reached under the 
seat and got the sawed-off.” 
Then, Langford testified, he 
shot her four times with the 
shotgun. 
That night, after killing the 
woman, Langford testified he 
did sev eral things: washed and 
returned the auto to its owner, 
Cross; went out for a drink; 
“ smoked some weed;” drank 
some gin; went out for coffee 
and donuts; spent the night with 
a female acquaintance. 
No 
insurance 
was 
paid 
following the death of Mrs. 
Walker, Langford said. 
Also testifying yesterday were 
medical experts who said the 
cause of death in all three cases 
was 
gunshot 
wounds.

4Born' In March 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In- 


ventions that made history were 
on the march in March. 


A speech teacher from Mas- 


sachusetts on March 7, 1876, 
received a U.S. patent for a 
device that would transmit the 
human voice over wires. 


The'inventor was Alexander 


Graham Bill and his creation 
was, of course, the telephone, 
which ultimately got him into 
the Inventors Hall of Fame.

March 14,1794, Eli Whitney was 
issued a patent, signed by 
President George Washington, 
for his cotton gin.

MUtiple sclerosis has long 


beat- one of the "stalled 


diseases," with its 
cause, 


prevention or cure so far elud- 
ing all research efforts. 


But with M.S. and other 


stalled diseases, there is op- 
timism among many scientists 
that significant progress could 
soon be made. 


While \1ruses are highly sus- 


pect as cause, another strong 
possibility is that something 
goes wrong with the body's pro- 
tective immune mechanism 
which defends against invading 
germs or viruses. 


Is M.S. one of the "autoim- 


mune" diseases in which the 
defensive mechanism 
turns 


against its own tissue? Can' 
peculiar 
viruses alter the 


mechanism, setting it off on a 
selfdestriictive track? 
Does 


some initial defect in the im- 
mune system allowa virus to 
exist in a suspended stale before 
something triggers it? 


These and other questions are 


being pursued in laboratories 
across this country and around 
the world. 


And there are tantalizing 


leads. 


In Philadelphia, Dr. Hilary 


Koprowski of the Wistar Insti- 
tute and Dr. Donald H. Silber- 
berg of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, working with Dr. V. 
Termuelen of the University of 
Gottingen, Germany, isolated a 
parainfluenza virus causing 
symptoms much like ordinary 
flu from brain tissue of two M.S. 
victims. 


They found this virus by fus- 


ing, in tissue culture, genetic 
material from the human brain 
tissue with genetic material 
from kidney cells of an African 
'Green monkey. Out came the 
virus identified as parainfluen- 
..za. it had somehow-become 
"completed" by this treatment. 


A virus is a .tiny chunk of 


genetic information or com- 
mands, but some heed addi- 
tional components to become 


complete or active.. 


Was the parainfluenza virus 


the cause of M.S., or just a 
casual visitor in the brain tis- 
sue? If it was causative, then 
vaccinations or other treat- 
ments might prevent M.S. , 


Now the Koprowski-Silber- 


berg team is testing whether 
this virus will cause multiple 
sclerosis 
or 
a 
multiple 


sclerosis-like disease after in- 
jection into ne\vborn, germ-free 
primates. 


Their research, like others, 


also is looking into another 
strange aspect of viruses. This 
is the fact that some \iruses can 
change the surface membranes 
of 9ells, giving rise to 'new 
structures or antigens. An an- 
tigen 
is 
something that 


stimulates defensive antibodies 
against it. The new antigens 
produced this way can affect the 
growth and survival of cells, at 
least in tissue culture. Might 
they also trigger a quite 
different disease? 


To pursue all these leads, the

Society, based in New York, is 
contributing $500,000 and the

Stroke some S2 million in a 
three-year grant to the Wistar 
group. 


Here on the campus of the

technique, mixing human brain 
tissue with animal tissue, as in 
the case of the parainfluenza 
virus work.

Real 
spendable earnings — that is, 
earnings after deductions for 
inflation and taxes — fell five- 
tenths of a per cent last month. 
Over the year real earnings 
have declined 5 per cent.

The rate of inflation has been 


moderating somewhat in the 
past few months, with the six- 
tenths of a per cent increases in 
each of the past two months 
marking the slowest rate of 
increase since the five-tenths of 
1 per cent gain last April.

Plaits, chairman of Whirlpool 
Corp., said Wednesday. 


"March unit sales aren't back 


up to last year's" levels, but they 
represent the first upward trend 
since November," he said in an 
interview. 


According to the Association 


of 
Home 
Appliance 


Manufacurers, appliance ship- 
ments fell 28 per cent in 
November from year earlier, 22 
per cent in December, 36 per 
cent in January and 32 per cent 
in February. 


Whirlpool, shipments 
are 


believed to ciosely parallel those 
of the industry. 


As a result of the uptrend, 


Whirlpool, which is a major 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. supplier, 
has 
boosted 
production 


schedules through April and is 
calling back some furloughed 
workers. Whirlpool had a peak 
layoff corporate-wide of about 
5.30d hourly workers in early 
February, of which 20 per. cent 
to 25 per cent will be recalled by 
the end of April, Platts said. 


Platts also said that supply 


lines between factory and 
dealers are "clean" and that 
any sales increase will mean a 
quick rise in production. "Our 
inventories 
are 
extremely 


tight," he said. "We have a 
three - to - five - week supply in 
our factories, depending on the 
type of appliance, compared to 
the 'normal' supply of six -.to - 
eight weeks." 


First quarter sales will be 


down-15 per cent — "plus or 
minus 3 per cent depending on'• 
how March turns out"..— from 
the year-earlier S388.2 million, 
Platts said. 


Profit for the quarter won't 


match the year-earlier 23 cents 
a share, restated for last-in, . 
first-out inventory accounting, 
and first half profit ,'probably 
won't equal the year-earlier 39 
cents a share, Platts said. 


But "with the- improving 


trend at retail," full-year profit 
is expected to be "significantly 
better" than 1974's 69 cents a 
share, he added. Asked about 


1 some analysts' estimates of 1975" 


earnings of about §1.30 a share, 
he said: "As things stand now, 
I'd be disappointed if we didn't 


do better than that. I have a lot 
of confidence in the second 
half." 


Whirlpool's plans until 1979 


call for an average sales growth 
of 9.7 per cent a year, with a 
"minimum"sprofit growth of 
that amount. In the five years 
through 1973, sales grew at the 
rate of 10.5 per cent a year and 
profit at 15 per cent a year. 
"The growth of return on equity 
from 1968-73 was 12.9 per cent," 
Platts said. "We see a 12.5 per 
cent annual return over the next 
five-year period." 


Platts said a much smaller 


increase in raw material costs 
this year than last will help 
profit. Raw material costs rose 
18 per cent to 20 per cent'in 11974, 
but are expected to rise only 4 
per cent to 7 per cent in. 1975, he 
said. "The situation is getting 
better. In August we are guess- 
ing a 10 per cent to 11 per cent 
increase" in raw material costs 
for 1975, he said.

The four-month decline of 
major 
appliance sales 
has 
reversed and may signal a sig­ 
nificant turn-around, John H. 
Platts, chairman of Whirlpool 
Corp., said Wednesday . 
“ March unit sales aren’t back 
up to la.st y ear’s levels, but they 
represent the first upward trend 
since November,” he said in an 
interview. 
According to the Association 
of 
Home 
Appliance 
Manufacurers, appliance ship­ 
ments fell 28 per cent in 
November from y ear earlier, 22 
per cent in December, 36 i>er 
cent in January * and 32 per cent 
in F>bruary . 
Whirlpool 
shipments 
are 
believed to closely parallel those 
of the indust I'y . 
As a result of the uptrend. 
Whirlpool, which is a major 
Sears, RiH'buck & Co. supplier, 
has 
boosted 
production 
schedules through April and is 
calling back some furloughed 
workers. WTiirlpmil had a peak 
lay off corporate-wide of about 
5.300 hourly workers in early 
F'efiruary , of which 20 per cent 
to 25 per cent will bt* recalled by 
the end of April, Platts said. 
Platts also said that supply 
lines 
between 
factory 
and 
dealers are “ clean” and that 
any sales increase will mean a 
(luiek rise in production. “Our 
inventories 
are 
extremely 
tight.” he said. “ We have a 
three - to - five - week supply in 
our factories, depending on the 
ty pe of appliance, compared to 
the 'normal' supply of six - to - 
t'ight vvet'ks.” 
F’irst quarter sales will be 
down 15 per cent — “ plus or 
minus 3 per cent depending on 
how March turns out” — from 
the y car-carlier $388.2 million, 
Platts said. 
Profit for lilt* (juartcr won’t 
match the y t*ar-earhcr 23 cents 
a share, restated for last-in, 
first-out inventory accounting, 
and first half profit probably 
won’t equal the y ear-earlier 39 
ttiits a share, I^latls said. 
But “ with the improving 
trend at retail,” full-y ear firofil 
is expeeted to Im* “signifieantly 
bt'tter" llian 1974's 69 eetits a 
sfiare, he adtit'd. Asked abtiut 
.some analy sts’ estmiules of 1975 
earning- of about $1.30 a share, 
he said: “ .As things stand now, 
i'd he disappointed if we di<ln’t 


do belter than that. I have a lot 
of confidence in the second 
half.” 
W'hirlpool’s plans until 1979 
call for an average sales growth 
of 9.7 per cent a y ear, with a 
“ minimum” profit growth of 
that amount. In the five y ears 
through 1973, sales grew at the 
rate of 10.5 per cent a y ear and 
profit at 15 per cent a y ear. 
“The growth of return on equity 
from 1968-73 was 12.9 per cent,” 
Platts said. “We st*e a 12.5 per 
cent annual return over the next 
five-y ear period.” 
Platts said a much smaller 
increase in raw material costs 
this y ear than last will help 
profit. Raw’ material costs rose 
18 per cent to 20 per cent in 1974, 
but are expected to rise only 4 
per cent to 7 per cent in 1975, he 
said. “The situation is getting 
better. In August we are guess­ 
ing a 10 per cent to 11 per cent 
increase” in raw material costs 
for 1975, he said. 
Prices have been raised on 
“some 
selected” 
Whirlpool 
models but “ nothing to the ex­ 
tent of the increases we made in 
lalt* 1974 and the beginning of 
1975,” the executive said. 
He said W'hirlpool isn’t plan­ 
ning 
any 
factory -rebale 
program to stimulate consumer 
buy ing. “ The level of profi­ 
tability in. this industry is just 
loo damn low,” he explained. 
“ Pt*ople aren’t buy ing the 
bottom of the line,” although 
they apparently have traded 
down a bit, Platts continued. 
“Say in a 10-model line last y ear 
they were buy ng model Nos. 7, 8 
and 9, well now they ’re buy ing 
Nos. 5, 6 and 7,” he said. 
To hold the line on appliance 
prices. 
Whirlpool 
has 
redesigned some models “ to 
take off a feature or two,” Platts 
said. 
“ If we can 
drop a 
washing-machine water level or 
a cy cle in the interest of a better 
consumer price, we’re doing 
it,” he said. “That’s ty pical of 
th(* whole appliance indfistry .” 
Platts said Whirlpool’s 1975 
capital spending won’t match 
1974‘s $:13 million. “ We don’t 
know how much lower it will be 
— vvehe reviewing it now,’’ he 
said. Tooling costs, however, 
will 1h‘ down 15 per cent to 20 
|H*rcent from last y ear’s $19 
million, he said. 
Whirlpool’s 
ttdevision- 


manufacturing 
subsidiary , 
Warwick Inc., which had a loss 
of $1.8 million in 1974, probably 
won’t be profitable this y ear, 
either, Platts indicated- “ A 
profit, however modest, will 
represent a very competent 
management job,” he said. 
The executive said Whirlpool 
believes it could make up War­ 
wick’s $1.8 million 1974 loss if 
1975 industry sales of color- 
television sets reach 7.5 million, 
“But it looks like a 5.5-milIion- 
set y ear, and that puts an addi­ 
tional strain on profit making,” 
Platts said. 
Warwick makes sets mostly 
for Sears, but also for S. S. 
Kresge Co.’s K-Mart and Gam- 
ble-Skogmo Inc.
